PUNCH BOARDS 
ILLEGAL RULES 
APPEAL COURT 


That the use of punch boards by 
tradesmen for the purpose of boost- 
ing the sale of their goods is illegal, 
has finally been determined as the 
result of judgment handed down in 
the appellate division on Friday, dis- 
missing the appeal of a test case re- 
cently tried by Mr. Justice Walsh in 
the supreme court. 

The trial in question, which was 
used as a test case, was that of Rex 
vs Heise, in which the defendant was 
fined $5 on a charge of unlawfully 
selling certain means or devices for 
disposing of property by mode of 
chance, to wit “punch boards.’ Heise 
is a tobacconist’s wholesaler, and he 
sold the boards to a local tobacconist 
for “trade boards,” to induce business. 
On the case being brought before Mr. 
Justice Walsh for test a nominal fine 
of $5.00 was imposed, though the 
penalty may run up to two years’ im- 
prisonment. 

Heise had also been charged with 
allegedly keeping the boards for sale, 
but judgment by Mr. Justice Walsh 
was only given on the first count, 

Mr. Justice Stuart, who wrote the 
judgment for the appeal court, states 
that in view of the evidence that the 
boards are in very wide general use 
just for the purpose it seems impos-

POOL LOSES CASE 
AGAINST FARMER 

Regina, Dee. 12.—The action of the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Producers’ lim- 
ited against Leon R. Zurowski, for 
breach of contract in failing to de- 
liver his wheat to the pool, was dis: 
missed with costs in a written judg- 
ment handed down by Mr. Justice J. 
I. Embury yesterday in the court of 
king’s bench. 

In his defence Zurowski alleged the 
pool was a primary grain dealer 
within the meaning of the Canada 
grain act and could not carry on 
business without first obtaining a 
license which it did not do; that tho 
contract was bad as being in restraint 
of trade, 

In his judgment, his lordship, after 
declaring the evidence is clear the 
plaintiffs are primarily occupied — in 
handling grain for their shareholder 
members, says: “Such being the case 
I can 


see no special circumstances 
which would exclude the — plaintiff 
company from the definition of a 
primary grain dealer.” After quoting 
a number of authorities the judgment 
continues: 

“Although the plaintiffs are prim- 
arily grain dealers under the provis- 
ions of the Canada Grain act, the pro- 
visions of the Canaca Crain act re- 
quiring grain dealers to take out a li- 
cense, is on the above authorities 
ultra vires of the parliament of the 
dominion of Canada.”

justment service bureau, necessarily 
will be greatly curtailed. This course 
was decided upon by General Turner 
after consultation with members of 
the dominion executive, and following 
a complete survey of the affairs of the 
association this week. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
retiring secretary, General Turner 
has requested T. C. Lapp, editor of 
“The Veteran” to assume supervision 
of the association’s affairs at national 
headquarters pending consummation 
of its merger into the new veterans’ 
organization.

292,800 pounds, valued at $31,553,388 
compared with 115,245,400 Ibs valued 
at $21,881,111. Of milk powder the 
exports were 9,847,400 pounds valued

densed, canned or preserved 45,885,-
